The latter, he said, was a 
substantial business man of Mem- 
phis. He said that Rainer—pointing 
tp a tall, good looking chap, who sat 
at Mrs. Harris' elbow—would testify 
that his father was a man of means 
and affairs. 


Then Battle startled the jury by 


proclainiing that Airs Harris was an 
Illegitimate daughter of Rainer. He 
said that her mother was a widow, 
whose husband had died eight years 
befor ethe present defendant's birth. 
The mother herself died a short time 
after Mrs. Harris was born, Battle 
declared. He explained that Rainer, 
to conceal her illegitimacy from the 
baby girl, had her grow tip as his 
niece. 


After the banker married Mrs. 


Harris, Battle continued, he tired of 
her and sought to have her divorce 
him. They lived apart under a sepa- 
ration agreement whereby the wife 
was to receive $1.000 a month.

Very little formality is 
necessary.

as could have been framed by the largest law office In New York.

tract la nothing more or !<•»<> than a legally enforcible agreement, 
ilosl 


business agreements are legally enforcible — we shall study the exceptions in 
the nqxt lesson — though the percentage that actually reaches the courts or 
even the preliminary stagey of dispute and adjustment with or without the 
aid of the lawyer is very small indeed. If it were not so business could 
hardly be carried on. 


It must not be supposed that the innumerable contracts we enter into 


every day from the moment we rise and take the milk and newspaper from 
our doorstep to the time we bid a taxi driver {rood night and retire me 
SIMPLE contracts. Thus it would take a book of many volumes to fill in 
all the blanks in the little transaction of indorsing SL check and depositing 
it In your bank. That indorsement is at once (Da 
receipt, ('-') a tian.-ler 


of your ownership. (3) a series of warranties, such as that you' were tho 
owner, that the document was grenume, and that the persons ahead of you 
bad legal capacity to sign as they did. (4) a guaranty that if the persons who 
ought to pay fall to (Jo so, and certain steps are taken by tlie holder, you 
•will pay, and (5) the starting of a'brand new instrument on its way which 
will become effective among future holders even if the original document 
•was a. forgery. Fully to understand all the ifs and buts of bcms an indorser 
would involve the mastery of such a book as Brannan on The Negotiable 
Instrument* Law. Then upon depositing the document with the bank a 
moat complicated set of contracts arise as to who is to bear the risk of dis- 
honesty or inefficiency of the bank's correspondents in the collection of the 
check, what duties the bank will owe you thereafter as to your checks.

Your first impression on learning that you are completely surrounded 


by and immersed in complicated contracts may be one of bewilderment. 
But there is also room for encouragement when you consider that you have 
beea making business contracts for'many years and have necessarily picked 
up' much Information about them. 
Sometimes this information is more 


accurate than the lawyer's. For example, on the question what warranties 
go along with the sale of a second-hand automobile, I should prefer the 
oplnlsn of a. dealer to that ot a. lawyer, though for a reliable conclusion the 
two would have to check and correct each other. Tou may feel somewhat 
like the would-b« nobleman In the French play who was so delighted to 
learn that h« had been talking pr*se for forty, years without ever having 
attended school. 
The purpose of this course will be to organize some of the information 


you already have, to correct a few widespread false impressions, to hang a 
few red lanterns at the most dangerous legal pitfalls, and to help you under- 
stand when you need a lawyer and how to make the best use of his services 
and those of the courts.

I 
always think about the mothers—to 
them these weak mites are the most 
precious things in the world. 
When first born, the baby may 
not weigh five pounds. The body 
has no strength, but is limp as a 
dishrag. The skin ic so thin you 
can see through it the tiny blood- 
vessels. 
The breathing is shallow 


"and it is difficult to observe it at 
all.The lungs are particularly weak. 
Instead of the lusty organs pos- 
sessed by the noisy, healthy baby, 
there is hardly strength to utter any 
cry above a feeble whine. 
A new born infant of this weak 


type hardly has enough energy to 
extract its food from the mother's 
breast. 
The mouth and tongue 
muscles are flabby and s--t. 
The temperature of the body of a 
frail baby is usually below normal. 
In short, there is the lowest kind of 
vitality. 
The question is, What can be done 


welfare of such a baby? 
In the first place, the infant must 
be kept warm. This is the reason 
why immature babies are kept in au 
incubator. Lacking this, the skin 
can be oiled and the baby wrapped 
in cotton or wool. Sometimes an 
electric pad Is used beneath the 
blanket. By one means or another 
the room must be kept at 80 or 85 
degrees. 
Next to warmth, proper feeding- 
is of greatest importance. This is 
a difficult problem because of the 
weakness of the child. It may b« 
necessary to use a medicine dropper.

creek In order to supply deficiencies 
in the water content of the lake. 


The lake is seven miles long, is 


surrounded by cottages and trees, 
and is used to secure ice in winter. 
It was originally a part of the Mis- 
souri river, but that ribald stream 
has almost completely deserted it in 
recent years, compelling its owners 
to seek water elsewhere. 


Krueger complained' that this new 


scheme injured the value and pre- 
vented the full use of his lands. 
It 


appears, however, that when 
*iver overflow was supplying 


the

needed water for the lake, the farm- 
ers around there built dikes to keep 
it off their land, and succeeded in 
keeping it out of the lake also. This 
enabled Krueger to cultivate a part 
of the lake bed as his property, and 
he objected to losings this acreage 
by the use of the Jackson creek con- 
duit.

and to others the harassed prophet 
of a new day.

ated, indeed, by intervals of beset- 
ting circumstance but climaxes nev- 
ertheless which marked assuredly 
his progress from the cloistered at- 
mosphere of the college to the fore- 
front of the world stage itself in the 
greatest crisis, of moaern times.'

He was 
almost persuaded to do so ou his • 
sick-bed but his illness induced a 
consciousness of martyrdom which 
together with the exclusion of out- 
side advice made him irritable and 
inflexible.

the uncanny ability to pick out a 
good ballplayer the moment he laid 
eyes on him." 
It was this ability that organized 


the old White Stockings of Chicago, 
probably t'.ie greatest 
team 
that 


baseball ever has known. They won 
the pennant year after year, were 
practically unbeatable until the old 
players began to slip. 


Imagine, if you will, a manager 


with enough foresight to get 
two 


such catchers on tne same team as 


al league. He believed in permanent 
orgarCzation, however, and stuck it 
out, saving organized baseball. 


"The main thing in judging a ball- 


player," he told me one day, "is in 
finding out just how well he likes 
to play. If he goes in it as a money- 
making business he will not be great, 
tho he may be good. The old White 
Stockings won the pennant year af- 
ter year simply because they loved 
it."

CHAPTER 2. 


The Latest Methods—For A. D. 1790. 


Young Alexander Hamilton, iirst 


secretary of the treasury of the 
United States, occupied that great 
position one hundred ,and thirty-four 
years ago. He installed a complete 
set Df books. They were right up to 
date—then. 
He put in the latest 


bookkeeping methods—then. A dou- 
ble entry system. 


Most men, like the ages, change 


slowly. Forty-seven men since his 
day have occupied the beat vacated 
by Hamilton. A new science of ac- 
counting has come along. All mod- 
ern business organizations use it: 
they cannot get along without it. But 
t he government of the United States 
hobbles along under the old system 
of bookkeeping. 


A modern system or Keeping ac- 


counts must have two objects con- 
stantly in mind: 
(1) To furnish an. open, clear, 


and concise record of all financial 
transactions, so that the people may 
always have accurate information 
as to the real condition of the public 
treasury and of each transaction: 
and 


(2) 
To furnish the 
means of 


holding the disbursing officer to a 
faithful discharge of his duties. 


In the days of Hamilton the sec- 


ond function was primary 
The dou- 


ble entry bookeeping, plus a search- 
ing voucher system, was adopted. It 
was careful, and met successfully 
the second of the objects of good 
bookkeeping. 
But the first object, 


which, so far as the people are con- 
cerned, is by far the more import- 
ant, has ever been seriously ne- 
glected. 
Complaint has been made of this 


weakness from time to time for 
more than fifty years but up to 1921 
nothing was done to remedy the con- 
dition. 


Six Big Weak Spots Picked. 


It ii true that in 1911 President 


Taft created the commission of econ- 
omy and efficiency to inquire into 
the condition and methods of gov- 
ernment accounting and finance. Dr. 
Frederick A. Cleveland, a recognized 
financial expert, was made chair- 
man. 
The commission made an ex- 


haustive study of the situation. They 
saw the weak spots and did not hesi- 
tate to state them. Whai was wrong 
with the government's accounting 
methods anyway? Six shortcomings. 


(1) The government of the Unit- 


ed States had never had a budget. 


(2) 
The government of the Unit- 


ed States had never had a balance 
sheet 


(3) The government of the Unit- 


ed States had never had an operat- 
ing account which showed the sur- 
plus or deficit of operating expenses. 


(4) The government had never 


known how it stood financially. 


(5) The government had never 


had any means for reviewing its con- 
tracting and purchasing relations. 


(6) The government of the Unit- 


edrStateV-had"never had"the infor- 
mation necessary for "considering 
questions of economy and efficiency.

Cleveland was given out in 1911:

Congress Holds Decision. 


I say that because the budget law 


prohibits any department head ap- 
pealing from the decision of the 
budget* bureau directly to congress. 
In case of a dispute as to appro- 
priations between, let us say, Sec- 
retary Work of the interior depart- 
ment and General Lord, director of 
the budget bureau, Secretary Work 
may appeal from the decision of Gen- 
eral Lord directly to the president 
of the United States. But Secretary 
Work cannot appeal to congress. Of 
course congress itself may either in- 
crease or decrease. With congress 
rests final power. 


There is no question that definite L 


constructive forces are already at 
work, which will bring about chang- 
es for the better. These forces, first, 
will deal with the strict technique 
of accounting method. But they will 
reach further. They will penetrate 
to the very foundations of our gov- 
ernment financial structure. 


And they should. 
No organized 


business in the world is so bewilder- 
ing, so far reaching, so vast, as that 
of the United States government 
Thruout our whole history our gov- 
ernment books have been kept ac- 
curate. 
This was accomplished in 


the kindergarten days of national fi- 
nance. The average man employed 
by Uncle Sam is as honest and as 
efficient as the average man em- 
ployed by private business. 
Make 


no mistake about that. 


But the far more important object 


of furnishing an Open, clear and con- 
cise record of all financial transac- 
tions, so the people may have an 
accurate*and up to the minute in- 
formation as to the actual condition 
of our government as a growing con- 
cern, is a new step for America. 
That step is now being made. The 
ground work is completed. The su- 
perstructure, under the, inspection 


its train the greatest financial load 
ever carried by the treasury, has' 
come and gone.

Enter the Budget Bureau. 


This is 1924. 
Still no balance 


sheet: no operating account: no 
method for determining how the gov- 
ernment stands financially. 


The commission of economy and 


efficiency made its report and rec- 
ommendations 
and* subsided 
into 


oblivion. 


But we have saved one piece of 


financial machinery that may prove 
to be worth its weight in gold. It 
may be the beginning of better days. 


Ten years after this great Cleve- 


land report was issued there was 
established, in 1321, in the treasury 
department, 
the 
bvm.au of 
the 


budget, with General Charles Dawes 
as first director general. 


Even this important step forward 


would not have been taken had it 
not been for the tireless work of the 
institute for government research 
under the very careful and able 
leadership of Dr. W. A. Willonghby. 
This is a private organization of citi- 
zens who for years have tried to 
give the government every assist- 
anc in laying the proper foundation 
for this fundamental and important 
next step. 


Willonghby deserves -special men- 


tion. • He is a bulldog genius. He 
never despaired. He bad brains, ex- 
perience, tact, resourcefulness, ag- 
gressiveness. 
He 
prepared 
the 


ground well. He even wrote four 
books (two were written jointly with 
his distinguished brother. W. W. 
Willonghby T. on the subject of gov- 
ernment budgets. 


He had a vision. He never quit 


He never lost hope. To such men— 
the constructive geniuses of our his- 
tory—monuments of public Rratitude 
will some day be raised. If we can 
afford to erect monuments to heroes 
of destruction, why not even greater 
ones to heroes of construction

ABE MARTIN 
THE NEBBS—That'» Bad—BY SOL HESS. 


The public utilities everywhere are develop- 


ing what they call customer ownership. That 
is, instead of financing development by bor- 
rowing money on bonds from the big money 
(enters, they are soiling stock to thost who 
buy the service they have to sail. An electric 
company says to a patron: "You are paying 
us $50 a year for current. Buy $700 worth of 
our 7 per cent stock and get $49 of it back 
each year. If you share in our profits with 
all other stockholders you are actually getting 
service at cost." The other Bide of it is this, 
as pointed oat by some of our political leaders, 
that this tends to consolidate political power, 
by an appeal to selfish interest, in such cor- 
porations. 


We frequently hear some fellow who labels 


himself as a progressive 
declare in impas- 


sioned tones that we ought not to follow the 
advice of conservatives because having been 
successful themselves under existing rules and 
conditions they are naturally m favor of re- 
taining their property and their advantages. 
We have Just as frequently 
wondered why, 


since the ambition of most of us is to be our- 
selves successful, this wasn't more often con- 
sidered a strong argument in favor of follow- 
ing the advice of men who were successful 
rather tfr»n of those who were unsuccessful. 
Outside of politics we do not seem to regard 
it as very good sense to follow the lead of men 
who have failed to get themselves anywhere.
